It was Carpenter, “ back-up” 
for Glenn’s orbital mission 
Tuesday, who hauled the un­ 
conscious diver to the sur­ 
face. Glenn helped pull him 
into the boat where he re­ 
gained consciousness.

out 
another 
diver. 
That’s just why I went down 
—in case anything happend,” 
Carpenter said. 
He said he did not know 
the name of the diver. 


Carpenter and two divers 
from a tracking station skin 
diving club had b een diving 
most of the afternoon over a 
reef offshore from this Bri­ 
tish Island. 
When Glenn and Dr. Wil­ 
liam K. Douglas, the astro­ 
naut’s physician, took time 
out f r o m Glenn’s debrief­ 
ing” sessions and went for a 
swim. Carpenter picked them 
up from the beach. 
Carpenter said one of the 


diving club members 
went 
down to 110 feet without a 
mechanical lung, “ just to see 
how far down he could go. 
“ I swam along with him, 
but with a lung on, just in 
ease,” he said. The d i v e r 
passed out about 80 feet un­ 
der the surface on his way 
back up, Carpenter said. 
Carpenter said he hauled 
the other diver to the surface, 
and Glenn pulled him into 
the boat.
